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THREE weeks have now elapsed since the completion of our 
first quarter, yet hundreds of our subscribers have neglected to 
respond to the circular which was enclosed to them in the thir- 
teenth number of the Musical Gazette. We are not given to 
growling, we trust, but we really must say that this neglect 
evinces a little want of consideration. Can the majority of our 
worthy readers possibly have reflected for one moment that our 
journal has been published since January without income? A 
musical paper, while seeking to render itself acceptable to all 
readers, necessarily depends chiefly for its support on those who 
profess and study music ; and whatever its articles, criticisms, and 
chroniclings may do towards the advancement of the cause of 
music, the publication of the work is a commercial proceeding, 
and can only be efficiently carried on by a certain amount of sup- 
port, which support must be vouchsafed in some tangible and con- 
vertible form. We have not to complain of a deficiency of sup- 
porters—we have from the first had a most gratifying number— 
but simply that those supporters do not forward their subscrip- 
tions. We doubt not that many look upon their individual 
subscriptions as something so trifling that the delay of a day— 
week—month—nay, a quarter, can be a matter of no moment: 
strange mistake! Has it never occurred to any such that they are 
one of a vast body, and that a multiplication table will in double 
quick time turn these little atnounts of 3s. and 4s. into scores of } 
pounds P 

It seems ridiculous to make such suggestions,—indeed, almost a 
reflection upon the common sense of those to whom, while we dic- 
tate upon musical matters, we must look for commercial support ; 
but we cannot help feeling that the suggestion is needed, and we 
trust that such hints may be received in a friendly spirit and duly 
attended to.

AMATEUR MUSICAL SOCIETY. 
Tue eighth concert of this excellent society, on Monday last, 


presented the peculiar feature of being just adequately attended, 
which was a most manifest advantage. Nearly every concert this 
season has been inconveniently crowded, whereas on this occasion 
every one was comfortably seated, if we except some half-dozen 
“ wall-flowers” under the balcony, who me oe? brought their 
half-dozen selves to an anchor th so di We 
es no friends to crowded audiences, w. there’s no room to 
ear. 
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The features in the programme were Spohr’s symphony in E flat 
and Mr. Louis D’Egville’s performance of a brace of movements 
from Mendelssohn’s violin concerto. Why Mr. D’Egville objected 
to giving the first movement of this ear ‘lovely compo- 
sition we are at a loss to conjecture: what he did piay was very 
“swell rendered, and he was warmly applauded by his amateur 
bretiterand by the audience at the close of both the andante and 
allegro. -e paniments were rather sluggish; the wind 
parts in the finale reine very “ pat” playing, and they on this 
oceasion followed ovcusion@dy at an easy distance. The perform- 
ance of Spohr’s symphony mayehe designated as crescendo: the 
adagio was indifferent—the algae ‘strong and unsteady—the 
larghetto better—the scherzo better si} “tmd.-the finale , reall 

good. But how is it that such worl:s aredttempine? Is it Wy 
Leslie’s proposal, or that ot some enthusiastic and asiffatory” 
member or members of the orchestra, that works of such difficulty 
should be attacked ? Spohr without being so elabweate as 
Beethoven is more difficult. His restless and—and—cranky (: the 
word) modulations would put on the alert the most experiencea 
executants, and the aristocratic amateurs of Hanover-square, 
though a long way off being a bad band, should beware. There 
are many symphonies of a lighter and more practicable character 
by other composers who are not allowed a place on the shelves of 
the Philharmonic Societies, and why should not the Amateur 
Musical Society drag forward some of these emer pe (Mr. 
Stephens, bated over your G minor.) Talking of Spohr’s sym- 
phony; what would the portly doctor of Cassel have said, if he 
could have overheard the group of “ wall-flowers” expressing 
their opinions! One of them positively identified the motivo of 
the finale as the “ Ratcatcher’s Daughter!” 

The vocalists were Madame Ella Henderson—who is Madame 
Ella Henderson, and howcan she be Madame ?—and Herr Reichardt. 
The lady sang “ Batti, batti,” displaying a delicate voice and quiet 
style. The gentleman was encored in Balfe’s “Good night, 
beloved,” which had the decided advantage of orchestral accom- 
parry and he also sang a pleasing ballad by Angelina (Miss 

vy), “ Fare thee well,” a bagatelle which displays alike skilful 
treatment and an acquaintance with Mendelssohn : it was accom- 
panied by Mr. Waley. The overtures were “Zampa” and the 
“ Crown Diamonds,” toth capitally played. 

At the next concert Mozart’s “ Jupiter ” symphony, a pianoforte 
concerto by Mr. Waley, and the opening sym oa to the second 
part of Charles Horsley’s oratorio of Joseph will be performed. 








ORCHESTRAL UNION. 

THE first concert this season was given on Saturday last at the 
Hanover Square Rooms, when, considering the very inclement 
weather, a very good audienee assembled. The overtures were 
Sterndale Bennett's Naiades and Mr. Alfred Mellon’s Heloise, 
both played immensely well. The latter contains some excellent 
po amg but gets overpowerfully noisy towards the con- 
clusion. 

Beethoven’s symphony in F (No. 8), the allegretto from which 
has been so repeatedly encored at Jullien’s promenade concerts, 
was played to perfection, and there was further instrumental 
attraction in the shape of a violin concerto, composed and per- 
formed by Molique, whose firm, steady, and withal expressive 
playing, evoked the most hearty tokens of delight. The concerto 
(in D minor) is the third by the same composer. The vocal music 


was by M. and Madame Gassier, the former being in place of 


Mr. Swift, who was absent from some domestic affliction not ex- 
plained. Madame Gassier’sexhibition was “Una Voce,” which 
served well to display her florid style and perfect execution. We 
regret that our space will not admit of a longer notice of this 
admirable concert. 








ROYAL PANOPTICON. 

On the 21st ult., the greater part of Mendelssohn’s Elijah was 
performed with ok ag accompaniment. The solo vocalists engaged 
were Miss Stabbach, Mr. and Mrs. Lockey, Mrs. Theodore Distin, 
and Mr. Lawler; and there was a choir of dimensions, which 
was rather unsteady at first, but gained confidence as they pro- 
ceeded in the work, and in the fine chorus, “ Be not afraid,” at the 
commencement of the second part, phrase & very effect. 
Miss Stabbach’s powerful voice is well adapted for the Panopticon, 
and she sings the o music in Elijah very well. “O rest in 
the Lord,” sung by Mr. Lockey, was encored ; also, the trio, “ Lift

thine eyes,” by the three ladies above-mentioned, and the quartett, 
“Cast thy burden upon the Lord.” 

The “earthquake” scene was omitted, which was a pity, for the 
words of the ensuing recitative, “ Above Him stood the seraphim,” 
sounded ridiculous without the usual preface— In that still voice 
onward came the Lord.” 

On the 28th, the first two parts of the Creation were again 
performed—Miss Ransford, Mr. Wilbye Cooper, and Mr. Lawler 
sustaining, as before, the principal parts; Mr, Cooper's chaste 
rendering of the charming air, “In native worth,” again ob- 
taining an encore.

Mr. W. STERNDALE BENNETT'S Second chamber concert, or— 
per yrogramme—performance of classical pianoforte music, was 
attended by a fashionable, musical, and extensive audience, which 
exactly fitied the concert-room at Hanover-square to the doors. 
Tuesday last must have been some one’s thirty-fifth birthday, for 
Robert Schumann's Op. 35, Sterndale Bennett’s Op. 35, and 
Dussek’s Op. 35 figured in the programme, and—a strange further 
coincidence—all were “for the first time at these concerts ;” 
indeed, Bennett’s (Op. 35) wes “ first time in public.” We have 
heard many songs—it was a song, “ Sing, maiden, sing,”—by the 
composer, which we prefer infinitely: the interlude is graceful, 
but the song itself is, on first hearing, laboured and incoherent ; 
it was sung by Mr. Benson, an excellent chamber tenor. Schu- 
mann’s 35th Op. was an andante with a set of some dozen varia- 
tions, for two pianofortes, most artistically presided at by Madame 
Clara Schumann and Professor Bennett: the theme is lucid and 
pleasing, and the varied treatment really charming, a singular 
grace and elegance being maintained throughout in spite of severe 
mechanical difficulties. There was a short coda of ingenious and 
effective construction. We need hardly praise the performance of 
this duo, having mentioned the names of its representatives. The 
other 35th Op. was Dussek’s C minor Sonata, played to perfection 
by Sterndale Bennett. How Dussek’s works are neglected! 
Abounding as they do in beauties, and difficulties sufficient for the 
most ambitious of modern pianists, it is really a thousand pities 
that they should be so rare! . Thank you, Professor 
Bennett, for this 35th Op. endelssohn’s Violoncello Sonata, 
Op. 45, served to introduce Herr Moritz Ganz, from Berlin. His 

rtion of the sonata was well played, but was more remarkable 

or delicacy than breadth, while once or twice we fancied the 
intonation was questionable: we also fancied Herr M. Ganz 
played with rather thin strings. A chamber ¢rio of Bennett’s, 
the violin part in which was played by Herr Leopold Ganz, com- 
menced the concert, and the finale consisted of a selection from R. 
Schumann’s pianoforte duetts, played by Madame Schumann and 
Sterndale Bennett. There were four morceaux, of which, a 
“Marche des Croates” and “ Fountain” seemed most to please. 
The other vocal music was Cherubini’s “O salutaris,” sung by

Madile. Pels Leusden, a weighty contralto-from Amsterdam, 
whom we should like to hear again in vocalism of a different style. 
We like her voice, but have a notion that she is chiefly effective in 
the heaviest and steadiest music. Madlle. Leusden was loudly 
accompanied by Mr. Harold Thomas. 

HERR ADOLPH SCHLOESSER gave an evening concert at 
Hanover-square on Wednesday evening, and there was a very 
fair attendance considering the stormy wind and rain that pre- 
vailed on that day. ‘Lhe wind found its way into the “Queen’s 
Concert Rooms” and whistled about the heads of many of the 
auditors in a most unwelcome manner, putting them in a very 
stormy state of mind. Those in of the rooms must look to 
this; ventilation is all very well, but rheumatic pains in the head 
are decidedly inconvenient. Miss Stabback tried to reconcile us 
to the cold in “Merrily over the snow,” but we did not seem to 
see it. ‘This, by the way, is a song by Mr. Schloesser, and one 
that is likely to become popular; it was re-demanded, although 
immediately aced by another song 
“ Bid me bye,” which is far superior. speaking of Herr 
Se as a composer, let us mention that other pieces of his 
appeared in the programme—a duo, “ Terpsichore,” for violoncello 





the same composer, - 
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and pianoforte, and two pianoforte solos, “Idylle” and “ Le Réveilde 
la Garrison”—the former (“ Terpsichore”) being little more than a 
vaise with the subject divided between the two instruments, while 
the latter displayed more real talent and skill in construction. 
All were exceedingly well played, and, in speaking of Herr 
Schloesser as an executant, let us add that he took part in a ¢rio 
by Moscheles, for pianoforte, violin, and violoncello (the Scottish 
scherzo in which pleased much) played, with M. Billet, a duo by 
Ravina, while his expression, lightness of touch, and complete- 
ness of playing were thoroughly developed in Mendelssohn’s 
Andante and Rondo Capriccioso in E minor, the steam in the 
rondo being.at high pressure. The other instrumentalists were 
Herr Deichmann and M. Paque. The vocal department. was 
particularly attractive, Madame Viardot-Garcia being anngwieed 
to sing three times: her first.aria Rossini’s “ Pensa alle’ patria” 
(? Italiana), produced little effect in comparisor-with her subse- 
quent vocal displayments——vig,,- Peovavanti's duetio “ La Lezione 
2i Canto,” in whiak she was joined by F. Lablache, and a Spanish 
song, 1 © ~° uf Chopin’s mazurkas. The duett and the mazurka 
were encored, the latter being replaced by a song of her sister’s 
(Malibran) containing intervals which made the ear giddy, "me 
mazurka wasa marvellous display of vocal execution, cop#ined 
with the utmost ease and grace of deliver}. We need bardly add 
that the gifted artist excited the audience to the warmest applause. 
Herr Reichardt’s solo was “ Good ni ht, beloved,” to which he 
seems to have taken a fancy: no nabion, it isa charming song, 
and we can forgive its being alittle like the opening of the slow 
movement in the overture to Semiramide and various things of 
Auber’s. Herr Reichardt also assisted in “ Zitti Zitti,’ which 
was not quite effective, and in Mendelssohn’s duett, “ Zuleika and 
Hassan,” to the rendering of which we cannot award praise: in 
the first place it was much too fast, in the next, the vocalists— 
Miss Stabbach was Zuleika—were seldom together in the short 
ensemble which occurs (they couldn't have rehearsed it)—and, to 
conclude, Herr Kuhe, who accompanied the duett, kicked up a 
flourish at theend in lieu of the very unpretending, quict and 
appropriate little symphony which js has written. 
Itis rather cool, we must say, for any one to substitute his own 
stupid arpeygio for a classical composer's carefully expressed ideas. 
Signor Regondi contributed a new concertina solo, a fantasia on 
I Trovatore, introducing the “ miserere” scene, the duett where 
the gipsy chant occurs in the last act, and the “di quella pira.” 
The fantasia, with the exception of the treatment of the last 
mentioned aria, isa particularly effective one; of course it abounds 
with the most remarkable difficulties, or it would not have been 
written by Regondi, and, of course, it was performed with as much 
grace and sentiment.as if no difficulties existed. Signor Regondi 
Was particularly well accompanied by Herr Kuhe. ‘The concert was, 
on the whole, a very good one, and there was an agreeable variety 
of arrangement in the programme. Talking of “ varicty of 
arrangement,” what shall we say of the numbering the seats? It 
was freakish, to say the mildest. Toby, the learned pig, would 
have taken many a week, we are sure, to find any particular 
number ; with the most sagacious biped it must have been a work 
of time. We saw, with our own eyes, 290 next door to 400 and 
something, and in the next row 300 and 400 odd in bewildering 
propinguity. This was very silly and stupid: the gentlemen 
professing to place. parties in their seats gave it up in despair, and 
put visitors at the distance of a “ cool hundred” ay their proper 
1 in some instances. 
AN evening concert took place on Monday week, at the Hackney

The 
lecture itself was but the envoi to the songs, containing, however, 
some pleasing biographical notices of the several composers. 
the first part the finest piece was “ Ye Guardian Saints,” from 
Dr. Crotch’s Palestine. It was followed by a beautiful scene 
from Sir H. Bishop’s (unpublished) Fall of Satan; and Calcott’s 
“Last Man” closed this part of the programme. The second 
part, with the exception of Spohr’s “O what is man,” was 
entirely drawn from the works of Handel, of which Mr. Phillips 
might claim without arrogance to be the best living expositor, 
i his execution of “He layeth the beams,” “Shall I in 
Mamre’s fertile plains?” and, above all, of “The trumpet shall 
sound,” exhibited the compositions of that master in all their 
purity and power. Lord Arthur Hervey, who presided, after 
returning thanks to Mr. Phillips, expressed in very warm terms 
the obligations of the Society and the town to Mr. Nunn for his 
services on all occasions, and especially for the admirable manner 
in which he had accompanied Mr. Phillips—a sentiment warmly 
responded to by the very numerous auditory. 

BRADFORD.—On Monday, the Rev. J. Cooper, M.A., delivered 
a lecture in St. George’s-hall on “The sentiment of song.” Mrs. 
Sunderland, Messrs. Watson, Holt, Ackroyd, and Morton were the 
vocalists, and gave the illustrations with much success.- The 
audience numbered about a hundred. 

COVENTRY.—Corn ExcuanGe.—The following are some of the 
principal features of the building which was inaugurated with a 
grand concert a few weeks back :—The site occupies a space of 
1,360 square yards; length 150 feet, frontage 125 feet, height 
from pavement 48 feet. The basement provides -accommodation 
for from 30 to 40 horses, post-boys, harness-rooms, coach-houses, 
four cellars, coal place, and other conveniences. The assembly 
room, forty feet by twenty-one feet, is on the first floor. Orna- 
mental bronze gates are being prepared for the principal doorway; 
a flight of seven steps leads from thence to the entrance and 
ation ai from whence are doorways leading to corridors, hall, 
and stone staircases, which staircases lead to vestibule or hexagon 
gallery, assembly room, galleries or dress circle, committee room, 
cloak room, &c. The main hall is encircled by corridors 240 feet 
in length, and averaging eight feet in width; here is also erected 
a place for refreshment. There are five entrances to the hall from 
corridors. The length of the hall is 110 feet by 55 feet; extreme 
width of hall, corridors, and walls, 75 feet; height from floor of 
hall to ceiling in centre, 47 feet. The hall is lighted by ten sky- 
lights, each about 100 square feet, as also by side lights from the 
galleries. There are also three sun or ights, which contain 
154 jets in each. Twenty pilastres, finished with a ® gerd 
cement to imitate marble, spring from the floor of the hall, with 
composite plaster caps to each; the cornice is highly ornamented, 
and the panels of the ceiling are richly decorated with figures 
emblematical of agriculture, music, &c.; the City arms, too, 
occupy a prominent position on either side. An orchestra is _ 
vided for, and may be constructed to accommodate several hundred 
performers. In connection with the orchestra are four retiri 
rooms, with private entrance for Drier &c. It is cal- 
culated the and galleries would hold 1,500. persons seated : 
there is standing room in the same space for about 4,500. The 
plans selected and approved by the regure Committee were pre-

arry and Murray, of Liverpool. contract for the execution 
of the building was undertaken by Mr. Thomas Pratt, of Coventry. 
It is one of the largest of modern gers buildings, and is, in 
fact, more extensive than either St. Mary’s, the County, or 
Draper’s-halls. The works were commenced in May, 1854, and 
were to have been completed by July, 1855; but alterations and 
additions to the contract, and o' causes, over which the builder 
had no control, caused delays, and the work was ultimately com- 
pleted in Fe of the present year.

LEEDS.—On Tuesday, the 22nd ult., Mr. Spark, organist of St. 

George’s church, gave a lecture on “The Anthem-Music of the 

Church,” before the members of the Sunday School Association. 

There were between three and four hundred persons present in the 

Music-hall, and the Rev. Alfred Barry, master of the Leeds 

Grammar School, presided. Miss Masser, Miss Newbound, 

Messrs. Hargrave, Dodd, and Webster were the soloists; and a 

chorus of sixty voices were engaged to sing the illustrations. 

After giving the origin and use of the anthem, Mr. Spark alluded 

to the great number of fine compositions which were composed 

expressly for the service of the Church of England, but which 

were too often excluded to introduce adaptations from light 

Mass-music. In speaking of ancient Gregorian music, he said 
that several musical men amongst the clergy had, with a very 

laudable spirit, taken up the important subject of Church music ; 

but they were desirous of confining the anthem and other music 

to that composed by the Old Masters of the sixteenth and seven- 
teenth centuries. They say, also, that all Church music written 

since that period was secular in its character. He (the lecturer), 

however, was quite sure that those persons who have a taste for 

music, and who have heard some of the anthems of Boyce, 
Battishill, Crotch, the Wesleys oie and son), and Dr. Elvey, 

would refuse to subscribe to such an assertion. There were, of 
course, some writers of music for the Church whose compositions 
were worthless, such as Jackson, Kent, Hebden, Bridgewater, 
and others of that class, which should be struck out from Chureh 
music altogether, as being, with little exception, fully deficient in 
dignity and religious character. Mr. Spark suggested that a 
congress of the most experienced and able Church musicians in 
England, acting in concert with clergymen who were conversant 
with the subject, should deliberate upon the nature and extent of 
Church chants, services, anthems, &c., and should recommend 
such a selection as they could conscientiously approve. The 
lecture and the illustrations, which were admirably sung, were 
listened to with marked attention, and at the close the chairman 
moved a vote of thanks to Mr. Spark and to the ladies and gentle- 
men who had sung the anthems. 

On Sunday last the thanksgiving for peace was observed in all 
our churches, and additional choral services were performed at the 
parish and St. George’s churches.

MANCHESTER.—'The principal public musical events that have 
occurred here within the last few days have been the two concerts 
given for the benefit of the widow and family of the late Mr. 
Robert Weston ; both of which, however, lacked the support they 
merited, both as performances and as a means of aiding the efforts 
of the parties who are earnestly endeavouring to raise a handsome 
fund for the benefit of the bereaved ones. We understand that 
some 500/. has been already subscribed towards this object. 

A grand Dress Concert also took place at the Concert-hall on the 
evening of the 23rd ult., at which Madame Viardot Garcia, Signor 
Belletti, and Madame Schumann appeared ; it is scarcely requisite 
to add that our old favourite sang as charmingly as ever. The 
great feature of the evening was, of course, the presence of the great 
pianiste; we can scarcely give any idea in words as to the wondrous, 
yet exquisitely beautiful, renderingsof the several compositions per- 
formed by this gifted lady. We remember her, some years ago 
—when, as Clara Wieck, she delighted us by her charming 
readings of the works of the great Masters; but we think that 
she is now infinitely greater than then, both as a manipulant and 
as a poctess : truly her conceptions of the intentions of the migh 
Beethoven are wondrous indeed ; her performance of the eomposi- 
tion selected for this concert was absolutely perfeet. Madame 
Schumann also gave us a morceau from the “ Lieder ohne worte” 
of Mendelssohn; her selection was the presto in C, which 
the pianiste took at a speed that somewhat astonished the atten- 
tive audience. A beautiful morsel (7raiimerswirren) from the pen 
of the talented husband of the fair executant also presented 
features of exquisite beauty, its dreamy plaintiveness was pain- 
fully depicted by Madame Schumann, and the traces of contem- 
plative sorrow were quite evident in the rendering of this imagina- 
tive morceau: how painful to the feelings of the pianiste must be 
the reflection that the mind that created the composition is now 
but a wreck of its former greatness. It is scarcely requisite to 
add that this circumstance adds materially to the feeling of 
interest as regards an individual universally esteemed as much for 
her private worth as for her professional merits. 

The holiday folk of Manchester are looking forward to Whit- 
week, the Wednesday of which is to again present to them the 
attractive presence of M. Jullien and his “ unrivalled band ;’”’ we 
have not yet seen a programme of the proceedings, but should the 
elements be propitious, we opine that this popular chef d’orchestre 
will count his audience not by scores of hundreds, but of thousands.

Handel’s charming air, “ Verdi prati,” brought out the rich—yet 
delicately-voiced—* Clarinet” stop ; the effect of this beautifully- 
attuned reed, used in conjunction with the “Gedact” in the choir 
organ, was truly exquisite, and aptly chosen to sustain the all but 
heavenly melody of the inimitable com How unlike in 
character are the compositions of Handel when compared with 
other writers even of extended celebrity : so pure, so original, so 
often (to use a contradictory phrase) magnificent in their unpre- 
tending simplicity! The air selected was rendered witha genuine 

jiation of its nature. The celebrated “ Hallelujah” chorus 
(Mount of Olives) closed the performance. We were not, however, 
satisfied with the playing of this composition of the mighty 
Beethoven; it lacked the majestic boldness that it requires, and 
the second subject was taken too slowly. We are, of course aware 
that an increase of speed materially adds to the difficulty that the 
performer has to encounter. As on the previous occasion, the 
audience—which was on Monday evening very numerous— 
evidently enjoyed the treat prepared for them.
